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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments presented in pages 2-4 of the 
Response to Final Office Action have been carefully reviewed but fail to be persuasive because claim 1 does not specifically claimed that 
the selectively depositing is deposited only on the Cu layer. Furthermore, Applicant argues that the electroless plating recited in the 
claims not even remotely suggested. This argument is not persuasive because Chung clearly discloses the electroplating process of the 
barrier layer 14 on column 7, lines 15-22 and lines 49 - 54 after the electroetching the Cu to form the recess (see Figs. 4 and 5 of 
Chung). 

For the above reasons, the rejection is maintained. 
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
